Here is a common ſaying among ours ar 
Godsencmies the Papiſts, that the Chrift;ax 
No = muſt be knowne by theſe Charadters, 
F:i/ibility , Amtiquity , Vwiverſalty, and Conſent + but 
the Spirirof Ged ſayes, re all theſe — marks 
of the Beaſt; and perſecution and paucitic thein- 
fallible fignes of the true Church: thus began the 
firſt propheſic , 7 will put enmity betweene thee and Gen.3.15, 
the woman, and betweene thy ſeed and her ſeed; thus 
it continued in Zohns Reuclation , Then the Dragon Apoc.r2.17, 
was mroth with the Woman, and weut and made warre 
«4 with the remnant of her ſeed, which keepthe comman- 
dements of God, and hawe the teſtimony of Ieſwa Chriſt. 
And thus could we ſpread the teftimonies of Scrip- 
ture like a mantle expoſed to your view , full of 
delicate reſemblances , wherein you might behold 
how the true Church of God hath been cuer with- 
out any ceſſation ſubic@ to ſcornes, opprobry, the 
malignant circumſtances of time, or fearfull perſe- 
cution, But withall we pray you remember , that 
we make not our approches from Nebuchadnezars Dan.z 
f heating the ovenſcuentimes hotter , bur the On 
[* ons watching the Woman, the Man that fitteth 
' 1n the Temple of God as God, thoſe that be in 
Moſes chaire , ſuch as were inveſted with Aeros or-

naments, and in plainetermes the continued per- 
ſecution which we mcanc muſt ariſe out of the hate 
and malice of Chriftians;yea Preachers themſelues, 
that are oppoſites to zcalous profeſſors , and this 
we complaine of, 

Oh reade, reade for Gods ſake the ſtory of Jere- 
mic, and marke his perſecutions, and who were his 
greateſt enemics? Shemazah a falſe Propher, and Ze- 
phaniah the chiefe Prieſt in ſtead of 1chorada z yea 
if youſtepalitle further you ſhal find, that the king 
Zedekiah durſt nor iuſtifie his conference with Jere- 
mic, as being afraid of the Princes and Prieſts : fo 
that in truth he had no friends but Barxch the Pro- 

het, and Ebedmelech the Moore, Andas it was with 
br ſo it continued with all the reſt,vntill the com- 
ming of Chriſt, and then wherfore did he call them 
exeration of Vipers ? or who were thoſe hypocrites 
that Chriſt exprobratcd, but the Scribes and Phayi- 
ſes who ſat in Moſes charre , and at laſt condemned 
the Sauiour of the world to an ignominious death : 
ſo that it isapparant, here was nothing but perſe- 
cution. And for v/ſibility, did not Eliah crie out, he 
wasalone, and thoſe that were the true ſernants of 
God, durſt not iuſtifie their profcſſhon > And after= 
terward, he that was the Author ofall truth, was re- 
puted an impoſtor and deceiuer of the world, 
Oh marke what the Apoſtle faith: For 7 thinkethat 
God hath ſet forths the laſt Apoſtles, as men atpoin- 
ted to death : for we are made a gazing-ſtocke vo the 
world, pnto the Angels, and to men. Which place of 
Scripture driucs vs to amaze, when we confidez 
xc diſparitic betweene the flouriſhing Churches, 
EEE ambitious 
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3 
ambitious Prelacie,exalred Biſhops,and maiefticke 
glory of Clergie men in Europe, and the pouerty, 
perſecution and diſreputation of the true Church 
of Godindecd, as either it was in the time of the 
Apoftles, or muſt be (according to this propheſie) 
to the worlds end. Reconcile vs then(we pray you) 
whether the Apoſtle onely meant the preſent time, 
or from the Spirit of God by way of prediftion 
had reference to after ages , yea the end of the 
world? but doe not come too neart our eyes to dim 
ourſighr, or deafe onr cares with the fearfull ſound 
of the prerogatiue of Princes, the high command- 
ing voices of authoritie, or the ſeeming flouriſhes 
of the orders of a Church ; but plainly eut of cohe- 
rence of Scripture , re&ife our vnderſtanding in 
this point, For if che Apoſtles haue prophetically 
ſet downe , and indefinitely concluded, that this 
muſt be the eſtate of the true Churchot God; we 
ſhall neuer belecue, but that outward pomp, pride , 
wealth, eminencic, andrthcill ſounding accentof 

ſuperioritie ouer their brethren , can decipher any 0- 
ther thing then Antichriff; and ſo muſt loue ſuch in 
our ſoules, as cither out of Yaw/s humilitie content 
themſclues with that portion which God hathal- 
lotted, or Dauids patience endure the Xico!s of the 


world to call them fooles, 
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Moſt gracious Lords, 


Hen Pau! came to preach at Epheſus, 

and hring as it were the Arke of God 

into the Temple of Dagon , that hee 

might breake his necke, it is ſaid, he whole Citie was 
moned, and Demetrixs a filuer-{mich , who gor his li- 
uing by making of Images, raiſed ſuch a hurliburly 
amongſt the people, that they would not endure 
any motiue for their conuerſton to Chriſtianitie, 
but cried out, Great s Diana of the Epheſians. Where- 
upon the Apoſtle afterward exclaimed vpon them, 
that he had fought with beaſts at Epheſus. Thus 
is it with all kingdomes and ſetled goucrnments, 
though ncucr ſo many thornes and thiſtles grow vp 
tochoke the good ſecd, yet if there be a hire to 
ſetacrowne of gold on he Pricfts head, and take 
away his rags and deformed garments , to bring 
ſome leprous offender to publicke view, that it may 
be diſcerned whether he be vnclean or no; to make 
the Prieſts to cleanſe the Temple of filth and pige- 
ons dung, as you reade of Hercules who let in the 
riuerto cary away the ordure of Angers ſtable to 
ſearch the valwept corners of vicious mens ſoules ; 
and 
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and in a word to reforme the abuſes of a C6mon. 
wealth; then ſhall ome Amaſiah tell Amos, Bethel 
is the Kings Courr, and the Kings Chappell, there 
is no preaching there : then ſhall ſomne Prince or 
Lord tell Zedechiah that Jeremy weakens the king- 
dome, and disheartens the ſouldiers: then ſhall $ax- 
aolet and the reſt affright Nehemiah, when hee at- 
temprs the diſcouery of foule cnormities:in a word, 
then ſhall your great men and officers , for feare 
ſome charming arme of Herate turne their infide 
oneward, cric out of innouation, ſcdition, turbu- 
lencie, or ſome hare-braind ſpirit. 

Bur, moft gracious Lords, we befeech you re- 
member how worthily King Philip of Macedon cn- 
tertained a petitioners preſumption , when a cer- 
taine woman kneeled before him ro deliuer a ſup- 
plication, he reicfted her ſuite, and turned away 
in ſcorne from her : the woman amazed, yet boldly 
anſwered , Them ceaſe to be a King), if thou denieft to 
beare thy ſubietts peeitions. The yy ' her 
voice, but nor vnderſtanding what ſhe ſaid, retur- 
ned againe, and aske her what ſhe meant. The vn- 
daunted woman repeated the words againe; and 
the magnanimous Prince, not onely pardoned her, 
buttooke her vp in his armes,and as you ſhall reade 
that David bleſſed Abizall for keeping him from 
ſhedding of blood , ſo did King Phzlsp bleſle the 
woman Pr telling him his dutic, and chidall the 
reſtfor being flatterers and paraſites, 

Thus doe we ſay to you, ſeeing our great and 
conſiderate Prince hath now condeſcended to call 


this high Courr of Parliament to heare his ſubieQs 
| gricuanccs, 
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grieuances,and redreſſe the enormities of the Com- 
monwealth; cither ceaſe to fit, and come not there 
at all, orentertainc our petitions, and relicue our 
diſcontents. But becauſe we will not affright If- 
racl, asthe ten explorators of the land of Canaan 
did, with talking of Enachims and giants , of iron 
walls and high towers, that is, with medling with 
the Church and gouernmentof the Clergie, cither 
by finding fault with the ſerled ſtate, or propoſing 
vnto you our maner of diſcipline, according to 0- 
ther reformed Churches of Earope, the Confeſſion 
of Auſpurgh, the Harmonie of Confefſion, orother 
feartull petitions which in the dayes of Queen E/i- 
zabeth were preſented to the Councell,z we will at 
this preſent contratour ſelues, and inſiſt onely vp- 
on three things. 1.Firſt concerning Non-reſidents, 
and the ill example which the Clergie giue by their 
ill lines to weake and ignorant ſoules. 2. Concer- 
ning the mixtures of Papiſtric in your kingdome, 
or conniuing at the impudencie of ſuch men , that 
with Baals prieſts cate vp the Kings proutfion, and 
make him belecue the Dragon did it. 3. Laſt of 
all, not ro piuc care to the Syrens incantations, but 
tic your ſelues cloſc to the maſt of true Religion 
and Chriſtian policie, that you be not ſeduced and 
brought within the Parthers reach , whole ſweet ſa- 
uours and perfumes intoxicateth many innocents 
and ignorants, <4 
Firſt concerning Non-reſidents, Formaliſts, and 
other abuſes of the Clergie; if it pleaſe you to re- 
member, in the Law of Moſes, the malctaor or de- 
linquent in any kind, ſaucd his litc if he could once 
nth take

take hold ofthe hornes of the Altar, yet when the 
caſe was againſt King Sa/omon, it could not ſerue 
Joabs turne, bur hee periſht immnediatly : fo is it a- 
mongſt you, if you can but name the orders of go- 
vernment and conſtitntions of the Church , you 
arcableto ſtop any diſputants mouth, to filencea- 
ny Preacher ; bur this ſhall not ſerue your turne in 
any cauſe againſt the maicſtie of heauen , but the 
ſentence of our Sauiour ſhall be denounced a- 
gainſt any hypocriticall Formalift vnder the Sunne, 
He that knowes his maſters will, and dh it not , ſhall be 
beaten with many ftripes. If againe he be an igno- 
rant,oh reade the propheſte ; the flying booke came 
to on*, and he could not open it, it was too faſt ſea- 
led ; 1t cameto another opened, and hee could nor 
reade ity anditcameto a third, and hee could not 
vndcritand it. Thus out of ignorance er wilfulncfle 
you haue filenced many worthy ſpirituall ſtones of 
Gods building, and traduced thoſe that could not 
endure the prophane mixtures in religion, with the 
termes of heretiks, ſchiſmatiks and ſeQaries, termes 
more affrighting then Iewes, Turkes and Infidels : 
for their miſunderflanding themſclues may be ex- 
cuſed ex magno inſcitie bells, yet Coraſim and Beth- 


ſaida (hall anſwer the matter more fearfully, 


Bur,moft gracious Lords,notwithftanding theſe 
calumnniations, or the brand of malice by imtempe- 
rate humours ; the crime of herefe is not to be im- 
pured ro any, whoſe faith doth wholy rely vpon 
the ſure rocke of Gods word; they are no Schiſma- 
tihs who runne for ſhelter vnder the comfortable 
ſhage of che txee of the Church of God, ſuch - 
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the Prophets, Apoſtles, and primitfne Church de- 
ſcribe, or ſuch as all the Retormed Churches of 
Europe take vpon them to defend : nor are they to 
be reputed SefZaries which embrace the truth al- 
wayes one and it ſelte, and {6 impregnable , that all 
the aſſaults of Satan ſhall not preuaile again it: 
and therefore, Right honorable Lords, we do here 
exhibire a petition vnto you, ſo to order themat- 
ter, that neither we be thus ſcandalized , nor any 
ſcruant of Obd pur from his eſtate & maintenance, 
for making a conſcience y_ ſome friuolons ce- 
remonies, which are not things indifferent (as now 
is che phraſe) if wn compell men to the obſerua- 
tion; and therefore to affright them with loſſe of 
living , maintenance or impriſonment, is no bro- 
therly puniſhment , nor charitable diſcipline , doe 
rather, as Awguſiu did by his Senctor, we beſeech 
Ou. 

- There wasa Romanedwelling in the great ciry, 
named 'Oxzaius Polio, who determining to invite 
the Emperour to ſupper, made a great preparation; 
but in the waſhing of his chriſtall glafles, the ſlaue 
broke one of them ; for which he was condemned 
the next day to be cur in peeces, and throwne into 
his fiſh-ponds. The Emperour comming to ſupper, 
and hearing of this moſt cruell doome tor fo trivial 
an offence , comanded all the glaffes ro be brought 
into his preſence, and ſo brake them to peeces : This 
1 dee (quoth Auguſius ) to prewent further miſt hiefe 
which may happen vpon ſo ſlight occafions. Wee will 
not apply, but lcaue all ro be throughly ſearched 
and diſcufled, and that for two cauſes: 1. The one, 
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for that wee are confident, you are able in reſpe& 
of your ſingular knowledge in the Scriptures, and 
hope you are willing in reſpe& of your honours 
and ſincere pictic toward Religion,to convince our 
errors by Gods word, and diſcouer our wandrings, 
if in any thing we be out of the way. 2. Sccondly, 
that if you find the teſtimony & confeſſion of faith 
of honeſt religious men agreeable with the word 
of truth, you will alſo agree cither to convince vs 
by writing, or giuevs leaue to line without oblo- 
quy or infamous charaFers in our poore and deſpt- 
ſedeſtates, or not toclog our conſciences (as we 
ſaid) with ceremonies and deuices of men. For, 
what ſaid Stephen King of Poland , Princes might 
command the bodies and lixes of their ſubictts, but nos 
their ſoules and conſciences. 

And who, | pray you, are our greateſt enemies, 
but ſuch as liue in pomp, ſtate, glory, feaſting, with 
much aboundance and affluencie z ſuch as hauec plu- 
ralitie of Benefices, are reſident at none of them, 
and ſcarce preach once in ayeare ; ſuch as are Pre- 
bends in Cathedrall Churches , whoſe liuings are 
inordinatly ſpent vpon a number of Drones and 
deuouring panches, gg —_, Organiſts, Que. 
rifters, and diuers ſuperfluous officers,which other- 
wiſe might be extended roward thereliefe of poore 
{chollers and the true ſeruants of God; and all this 
is the more lamentable , becauſe many times the 
place of preaching is vnſupplied , and when it is 
ſupplied , you ſhall finde at leaft a dozen Miniſters 
walking in your moſt frequented Churches with- 


out hearing theword of God atall : to bebricte, 
| on ENND ſuch 
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ſuch are our enemies, as neither knew what true 
zcalc or deuetion meanes, nor once thinke vpon 
the propagation of religis,or purity ofa ſincere life. 

Iudge, moſt gracious Lords, whether our ſoules 
are truly vexed orno, at the enormities and groſſe 
wickedneſſe of Clergie men; when amongſt you 
there are ſuch couetous and ambitious Preachers 
that retaine divers Benefices, offices and Church- 
liuings in their hands, and growing rich, arc able 
to purchaſe Lordſhips and Mannors, when yer 
yourcade the Levites might hauc no lands,nor any 
ſordide commurations ot rents, keep princely hou- 
ſes and diet with ſong and minſtrelfte, their wiues 
and children coached in the ſtreetes, and equalling 
your beſt Ladies in habir and fantafticall atrire, fea- 
thers, fri{led haire,masks,fans,bodkins, and inama- 


.nerving all thoſe faſhions for which J/a/2h repre- 


henderhthe daughters of Zion in his time. We 
could name frequenting publicke aſſemblies, com- 
mon Interludes, Jefabels painting among the wo- 
men, Herodiaz dancing ,- and all other fearfull cu- 
ſtomes of tempration, wherewith the diuel beguiles 
the wandring foules of Gods people, and bringerh 
poore innocents vnder the captiuitic of finne, who 
with Heuah dare aduenture on the apple , becauſe 
it was faire tothe eye. 

Wecould tell you, that when Cardinall woolſey 
was made Legatus alazere, Lord Chancellor of England, 
Archbiſhop of Torke, and had a Bull read in publicke 
of allthis temporalt and ſpirituall liuings, there was 


ſuch murmuring and\repining among honeſt ciuill 


men, that they durſt publikly preſage his _—_— 
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and the Courtiers themſclucs were amazed at+his 
wealth, Thelike was ſpoken of Gardizer, and Car. 
| dinall Poole. And many in thoſe dayes ſhed teares 
againe to thinke that ſuch as had the cure of ſoules 
| ſhould affe&t other offices, dignities and temporall 
” honors; and wee pray God there be not the like 
corruptions ſtill. As for the vanities of the world, 
yealitc it ſelfe, what are they but bubbles and balls 
raiſed out ofa littleniter and ſope,as boyes in their 
paſtimes blow vp with their quils , and exe they be 
| toſſed three times, they burſt of themſelues, Wee 
| muſt ſay yet further, that there arc fuch Formaliſts, 
Temporilers, flatterers, and meere paraſites,in imi- 
> tation of the Courtly prieſts in the times of Iſracls 
and Iudahs Kings, that ſundry Chaptins lic watch- 
| ing ouer Gods true Miniſters indeed, and it they 
| preach according to their conſciencesand the word 
. of God , or be examined beforchand how they 
meane to diſpoſe of themſelues, they ſhall berold 
to their faces thatthe text ſeruerh not for the gimes; 
nor are men to be endured that dare put their rude 
hands vnto the raw wounds of the goucrnment : 
| but wee will be bold to ſay , that all this Courtly 
pomp, large reucnues, abundance of wealth, and 
maintaining of pleaſures , are the divels clogs to 
| prefſe their minds and meditation tv the carthand 
corruptible drofſe, fo that they cannot looke vp 

to heauen, nor affeQ ſuch things as areaboue. 
; | o To end, leſt wenener end,' maty.of theſe tem- 
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poriſing Clergie men arefo curious,trimand neate__ | 
in their apparel,with garters,roſes and ſhoo-ſttings, 
with bootes and ſpurres, with velyer, fattin and da- 
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mask caſſocks and tippets, with horſe and coach 
and ina word with all worldly pomp and brauery 
that except the colour, no man can diſcouer them 
from Knights and Gentlemen ; when yet a Prophet 
was knowne in thoſe dayes by the habir of a Pre. 
pher; and he that reades ſhall finde that E/iahs lea- 
ther girdle, J/a/ahs nakednes, Jeremies dungeon , A- 
mos neat-heards ſtaffe , Nob Baptiſts camels haire, 
Chriſts coate without a ſeame, Peters fiſhing net, and 
Pauls |abouring with his hands, did far exceed the 
proud Prieſts miters , or the Phariſes philaQeries, 
Here wee might adde the frequenting of publicke 
Theaters, vſing all maner of exerciſes, gaming, ta- 
uernes, wantonnefle, and ſuch like, inſomuch that 
the Apoſtles; _ [ude truly preſaged what 
manerof men they weuld be, and what corrupti- 
ons ſhould creep into the Church ; yea our Sauiour 
Chriſt propheſied, that for theſe and other groſle 
impieries, at his ſecond comming hee ſhould ſcarce 
find faith vpon earth. And thus much for the cor- 
ruptions of your Clergie, and our expoſtulation, 
that you will remember Zethro's counſell to Moſes : 
Moreoney , prouiae theu among, all the people , men of 
courage, fearing God,, men dealing truly , hating cone- 
touſne ff. 

Secondly, concerning Papiſts, or the conniuen- 
cic at ſuperſtitious Popery,. or coming ſo neare the 
chariot wheeles of the Strumper, ro be daſhed with 
the flingings of her dirt and filth , whar is it butro 
bring in the Syrian idolatry to be mixed with Sa- 
marias ſacrifices, for which the Lord ſent Lions out 
of the wilderneſle to deuoure them; what is it, on

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for 44s to go to Damaſcus, and ſend word toY77as i.Kin.1640.17 
the Prieſt to make an altar like vnto that in Syria, *-<tzon-28. 
| and ſet it vp in Gods houle ; for which borh he the 
| Prieſt and the people were {cuerely puniſhed ; what 
is it but when a Prophet is ſent on Gods errand, 1.King.:0.36 
and maketh knowne the pleaſure of the Almighty, 
which is not obeyed, and fo the offender is {laine 
and puniſhed. Marke, we beſcech you (moſt graci- 
ous Lords) how icalous God is of his honour, and 
will not endure any diſobedicnce, eſpecially the 
pollurions of idolatry , which are maintained in 
their prophane religion and ſophiſticate diſtinQi- - 
| onsand deceits of equiuocation, VVhen Rabel ſtole 
| her fathers idols, ſhe madeno more accoiit of them g,,,, 

% then to rombe them in the ſtraw, and ſo fat ypon 
them; but as ſoone as /a-ob came to a reſting place, 

the text ſayes, he preſently cleanſed his houſe of 

ſuch filthinefſe and abomination : when 279/es de- Exod.r.2 1. 
tracted the ttme for circumcilſing his ſon, the Lord 

had like to haue kild him in the way z and when ic 

was done, his wife Zipporah reuiled him with the 

name of bloody husband, Oh how angry and incen- 

ſed was God at Azerons calfe, infomnch that Aroſes 

ina great rage broke the tables of ftone all to fit- 

ters; and God himſelfe would haue deſtroyed Ifrael Excd.;:. 
inthe wildernefſe, & madca greater nation of him. 

And what are the idols and images of Papiſts, with 

their Roods and Crucifixes , and painted pictures, 

{4 but Egypts calues ; and Nezmars going into the 

temple of R/zamon, which he knew was ain, and fo 
| craued mercie ? Arc noc the Papifts aſhamed of 


theſe things, when among their owne Doors and 
| i ne Schoole- 
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Schoole-tnen, it is doubrfull & diſputable,wherher 
Salom?n was ſaued or no, by reaſon of his apoſtacie ? 

Would ir not make a mans heart to tremble to 
heare the fearfull epirhices and characters wheres 
with the holy Ghoſt hath branded Papiſtrie? and 
is not the Pope proued to be that Antichrift, not 
one man, as the diuell would deceiue weake Chri- 
ftians, butthe Conrlawe of Cardinals, and the gouern- 
ment of Rome, as it is now exalted. Ohreade, 
reade, reade for Gods fake, There muſt come 4 depar-

a meere Chriſtian Prelate, and ſhould be a Preacher 
of Gods word : then he followes with the mwy/tery 
of iniquitie , the reuealing of the wicked man, the con- 


fuming of him with the ſprr it of Gods mouth, his com- 


ming by the working of Satan , with all power , and 
fignes , and lying wonders , in all deceineablent fie of vn- 
rghteouſucſſe, with many other things to the «nd 
ot che Chapter. 

What think you of Pauls inftruftions to Timothy, 
concerning the dottrines of dinels , ſpeating though 
hypocriſie , hauing their conſciences burned with @ hot 
won , forbidding meates and mariages, and gruing heed 
80 the ſpirit of errors to be ſeduced : fo that you ſee 
there muſt be a doctrine amongſt profeſſors of 
Gods word, preſcribing things abominable ro the 
truth, and it ſhall be perſpicuous to the world, and 
plainly reucaled , and:when it is diſcoucred and 
made

made knowne, the conelufion followes, withour 
diſtinion or exception, that it is the doQrineof 
chediuel; anſwer thena Gods name, you thatmuſt 
anſwer before the throne of the Lambe , is not this 
Papiftric > and who would be thus defiled > Oh 
marke the goodnes of God when the gueſts made 
excuſes, and would not cometo the feaſt, the Ma- 
ſter ſent about into the high wayes and hedges 
for the poore, the blind, the halt and the lame; yea 
hee compelled ſome to come, that knew not what 
that hoſpitalitic meant; and yer forall this, when 
hee diſcouered a man in the bride-chamber that 
had not on his wedding garment, he caſt himforth, 
and his miniſters threw him into vtter deſolation: 
what then will become of Papiſts? can you conceiue 
that the Popes triple crowne, his veſtments embro- 
dred with pearle and gold, the Cardinals bloody 
ſcarlet gownes, the Prieſts ſtately and pompous 
copes,the altar-hangings of rich arras,withall thoſe 
proud and pompous arttires, are wedding garments 
fit to come into Chrifts bride-chamber > No, no. 
It is true humiliation and the waſhing of our fins 
with his precious blood muſt make. vs fit tor ad- 
miſhon. Whatis Calamus,Bcnimmi,or Storax,fays 
the Prophet , ora thouſand riuers of oile to c 
vs delicately cleane, and ſmell of perfumes, except 
the Lord purge and clcanſe vs, and by the opera- 
tion of his holy Spirit wipe away our leprous ſpots 
of iniquitic, and purific vs by anew fanQification, 
not by the Purgatory of Papiſicy,, the interceſſion 
of Saints, the Maſſes of Pricks, the merits of works, 
the Indulgences of tac Pope, - erentals &duges 
© 
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of cozening Friers, nor ina word the eriffperies 
and ſoolerics of procefſions and puppet playes. 

Now come to the hammer that ſtrikesall home, 

to the ſtone that puſhed the golden image in pec- 
ces, to the iron rod that bruifeth Gods enemies ro 
powder , the Aporalips I meane , and he that hath 
cares to heare, lethim heare. 7 ſaw vader the altar 
the joales of them that were killed for the word of God 
and for the - coprne which they maintatned. Oh the 
bloody maflacres of Fraxce, and the crueltic of the 
Romane Biſhops! oh the tyrannie of the Inquiſt- 
tion, and the fearches of Tefuites and Prieſts all over 
Enrope ! oh the fiery trials & perſecutions in Queen 
Maries dayes , and thoſe blood-thirſty enemics of 
God, Gardxcr and Bonner, with the reſt of Satans in- 
ſtruments, worſe then 4d»xibeſeck the tyrant, who 
cut off the handsand fect of 70 Kings. But vnder- 
ſtand what followes both to them and all the reft 
that forget God : And the Kings of the earth, and the 
great men, andiherich men, aud the chiefe Captaines, 
and the mightie men, and the bond-man, and enery free- 
man hid themſelnes in dens and among the rocks of the 
mountaines , and [zidto the mcuntaines and rocks, Fall 
onvs, end hidevs from the preſence of bim that fitteth 
on the throne, and fromthe wrath of the Lamb. And he 
opened the bottomle ffe pit , and there aroſe the ſ[moake of 
the pit, and the ſmeake of « great formace , andihe Sunne 
aa the aire were darkned by the (moakewf thepit; And 
there came out of the ſmoake Locuſts upon the earth , and 
unto them tas piuen power , as the Scorpicns of the 
eerth haxe power, What is all this , and much more 
that followes, but Popiſk Pricſts, falſe teachers, he- 
: AE Rane __ "an 
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| reticks indeed, and ſuch as would eclipſe and dar- 
kenthe glory of Gods word, and peruert the do- 
Qrine of holy Scripture. Marke the reſt, we be- 
ſeech 70 : And when they hauc finiſhed their teflims- Apoc.11g, 
nic, the Beaſt that cometh out of the botomle(epit ſhall 
4 make warre againit them , and ſhall owercome thens and 
kill them : and their corpſe ſhall lie in the ftreets of the « 
great Citte , which ſpiritually us called Sodome and Erytt, 
, where our Lord alſo Wu crucified. And there appeared 112.3 
another great wonder in heauen , for bebald agreat red 
Dragon hauing ſeuen heads and tex hornes , and there 7 
Was abate! in heauen, Michael and bis Angels fought 
againſt the Dragon; and the great Dragon that old Ser- 
pent, called the Dinuell and Satan, was caſt out, which de« 
} ceiueth all the world. And I ſaw Beaſt riſe out of the "3 
Sez, with ſeuen heads and ten hornes , and he opened bis * 
mouth unto blaſphemy againſt God. And 1 ſaw threeunws «1 
clean ſpirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the Dr«- 
gon, andont of the month of the Berſt, and out of the 
wouth of the falſe Prophet. And great Babylon came 1619 
in remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup of 
| the wine of the frercencſſe of bis wrath. Come, Imill 
| '  ſhew thee the danmation of the great whore that ſuteth 
| vpon many waters, with whom haue committed fornt- 
| cation the Kings of the earth. An 1 ſaw 4 Woman ſl «; 
| vpI8 4 ſcarlet coleured beaſt, full of names of blaſphemy. 
| Ohreaderhe whole Chapter withall that follow- 
| eth conccrning Romes propheſic , and then confi- 
: der with your fclues, who would cither be a Papift 
or allow of Papiſtry in any Chriſtian gouernment: 
| for cither you mult diſcredictt.is prophefie,or chink 
| the holy Ghoſt very moe) in thelc epithets 
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and titles ,. or be aſhamed of your profeſſion, and 
ſo turne tothe Lord (if it be poſſible) by true con- 
tri:jon and reformation of lite. 

Bur, moſt gracious Lords, we will come nearer 


home to you, you know what letters hauc paſſed: 


from your Bifhops to inferiour Miniſters, concer- 
ning whatand how they ſhall preach, with certaine 
limitation ot handſome language toward the Pa- 
piſts, that none of theſe fearfull charatters in Scrip 
tures ſhall be once mentioned againſt them : +you 
know how the Zord Keeper would faine have mode- 
rated the charges of the Iudges of Afſiſe at their ſo- 
lemne Scfſions and Aſſemblies, as if there were a 
full determination in the goucrnment to repcale all 
the Statutes of Queen E/zzabeth, yea the King him- 
ſelfe againſt Papiſts, Prieſts and Ieſuites. You know 
how audacious they haue been cuen of late dayes 
to iuſtific their bad diſpoſitions roward the State, 
and make a publicke proteſtation of their inficious 
wilfulnefſe, infomuch that ſome of them dared to 
ſay, when wereioyced wirh bonfires at the Princes 
returne, that they were ſory to ſee ſo much wood 
ſpentin vain, for there would not be fagors cnough 
lefrro burne the Hereticks in London. 

Whar then hath our gracious Soueraigne gotten 
by this partiall charitie or conniuencie at Fapiſtsz 
bur at homea generall feare leſt the Diuell ſhould 
lay hold vpon the latchof the doore,and fo rake ad- 
vantage of no bogies watching without; or their 
negligence within, and politikly enter, and then 
who knowes not,whara ſubril Serpent,raging Lion 
and watching Dragon hee is : And abroad,iniuri- 

Sus 
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ous reports, that hee was afraid of the Popes and 
Spaines mightinefle, or durſt not truſt his owne 
greatneſle againſt the fatious Papiſts of England, if 
they ſhould vnite themſclues to any forrein Princes 
when yethe hath had cxpetience of his owne pre- 
ſeruation, and the manydeliuerances of his prede- 
ceſſor that tamous Queene of cucrlaſting memory : 
for the hand of God is not ſhorened, and he harh 
Rill a cloudy pillar by day,anda fiery pillar by night 
to condudt his Iſrael through the wildernefle, If 
there were no more to make you abhorre Papiſtrie, 
then the martyrdome of the Saints in Queene X/4- 
ries dayes, it were ſufficient : Oh horrible crucltic 
to hauc men and women burnt for ſaying the Lords 
praycr in the vulgar tongue, and inſtruQting their 
families inthe word of God, The bloody Biſhop 
Bonney in his owne. perſon burnt a poore ſeruants 
hand with a flaming linke for ſaying a part of a Ca« 
rechiſme: and to make the ſpeCtacle the more vgly, 
he whipped a man with rods in his garden, till his- 
fury made his owne blood ſpurt out of his paunch, 
The reſt were not inferiour vato him : for by a Bi- 
ſhops commandemecnt a woman with childe was 
purto death, and when the infant burſt out of her 
womb, one of the guard pitcht him-backe againe 
into the fire vpon the point ofa halbert; To name: 
the reſt, were to write out the whole booke; but for 
thisand the reſt, weeend with the Poer, 
Horreſco referemte. 
Shall we ſtep into France, and.rememberthoſe 
feartull times of Ge/ſ-az maſſacres, eſpecially Henry 
of Bowrbows mariage, whenthe Admirall was flaing, 
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of which one writes , that there was more blood 
ſpile then wine drank. Shall we name the Leaguers 
Oligarchy, and holy conuention of Catholiks, when 
they had like to haue expeld their Prince our of the 
kingdome,and drauc him to a nooke of Normandze, 
the towne of Deep, and onely becauſe he was or ſee- 
med a Proteſtant. In theſe warres and times of wic- 
kednes, fo many outrages & crucll bloodſheddings 
were committed , that Nero's opening his mothers 
wombe was not comparable. 

You reade ofa battell in heauen , betweene 24/- 
chael and his Angels,and the Drago; whereinar laſt 
the Diuell and all his complices were diſcomkted : 
ifeuer this might be rightly applied,it was to queen 
Elizabeth, of whs it may well be ſaid with the Poet, 

—Namque haud ttbtuultus) 

Mortalis, wer vox bominem ſonat 0 dea certe. 

For if cuer the Cherubins ſpread their wings ouer 
the Arke,tthe God/of heauen tooke a charge of her 
perſon; elſe could ſhe not hauc eſcaped ſo many at- 
tempts , ſo many enemies, ſo many miſchictes, pi- 
ſols, poniards, poiſons,threatnings, inſurretions, 
invaſions,curſes,cxcommunications, hate,8& deadly 
malice, all which aroſe from the poiſoned ſpring of 


the Papiſts inventions, and flowed into ſtreames of _ 


monſtrous impictic , and Popiſh abſolutions far 
murder. If there were nothing in the world to be 
amotiue to theabhorrencic of their religion and 
ations, the Cataſtrophe of Hexry the 4. of France, 
ſurnamed the Great, would difſoluc an heart of ada- 
mant, and make men wonder cha ſome exorbitant 
WE EET en C4 IR 
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when was this done? when he had condeſcended 
to their owne conditions,the Popes Legar, and the 
Papiſts interceſſion; but Saran hath his inſtruments; 
and when the Lord giues vs ouer, or we giue oucr 
the Lord, we muſt cndurea ſtrange alteration. 

Who can forget, or who can cuer be reconciled 
to any adherents of Popery, whenthe Gun powder 
plot ſhall be queſtioned , and the memory of that 
Satanicall machination be renewed , of which I 
will ſay no morc,but anſwer with So/ox, when there 
was a motion madc for a law againſt parricides, 


| Tow ſee (ſaith he) how murder # to be puniſhed ; but 


no man can belcenc that any dare attempt to kill 
his father : ſo treaſons, maflacres, flaughters, and 
villanous attempts may be proieed, but ir is im- 
poſlible that there ſhould be ſucha forge in hell ic 
ſelf,co hammer out ſo vile a work,as the deſtrution 
of a whole kingdome at once, and the blowing in- 
ro the aire the Nobilitic and principall wiſemca 
of a Comonwealth. Why Nerecs wiſh was not com- 
parableto this, to haue all the Senators heads ſer 
ononenecke, thathe might diuide ic aſunder ata 
ſtroke. If it be thus,moſt gracious Lords,be iudges 
your ſelues of our poore ſupplication, whether ic 
is not high time to roote out Papiſtrie , and crie 
with Sara, thatthe ſonne of the bondwoman ſhould 
not dwell with ſac, and-ſo-nener leftrill Hager and 
1ſmael were thruttout of doores; or.to take that or- 
der , that Popery hauc not any further footing in 
the Land ,- nor that manof fin, that Antichriſt of 
Rome, that ſonne of perdition, that ſcarlet Strum- 
per, that painted Jeſabe?, and that doQrine of _— 
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be never admitted againe or taught in England, to 

impoſture ignorant ſoules , and ſeduce innocent 
cople. 

Thirdly , concerning Spaniſh praQtiſes, and the 
hate that all the nations of the world beare vnto 
them: for the generall (moſt gracious Lords) wee 
refer you to the ſeuerall traftates of many Hiftorio« 
graphers, and the great experience of judicious tra- 
uellers z but eſpecially to Paragone and Nonits Fer- 
naſſo written in Italian ,. ora letter ro the Duke of 
Sauoy, andatreatiſe of Figwiraa Portingal Gentle- 
man concerning the conqueſt of Portinga//, writren 
in Spaniſh to che Fipre of France, the Chexalier of 
France, the Leaguers Olrgarchy, and the Spaniſh Mo- 
narchy compiled in French ; and for our owne lan- 
guage, to Sir Francis Holme works,and a well com- 
poſcd treatiſe concerning Engliſh fugitiues , with 
Jiucrs of this ſort, wherein you ſhall & quaſi dsgito 
demonſtrata, as ina table well deliniated,the 1.pride, 
2.irrcligion, 3.tyrannie, 4.treaſons, 5.ingratitude, 
and 6.inhumanitic of the Spaniſhnation , whercin 
we hope oneday te ſatisfic vnderſtanding men, and 
according to the proucrb of Dies dabit quod dies ne- 
gat, make you partakers of ſuch truchs, that the beſt 
triends which $pa/ne hath, ſhall centeſſe the Coſtiliars 
comes of goatiſh barbarous blood, and all the reft 
arc polluted with Mahumetan mixcure, and Moo- 
riſh affinitic. 'And although ic may be obicfted a- 
gainſt ſuch an attemprer, 

Non tu plus cercis, ſed plustemerarins eudes, 
yet imarce Deo it may be pertormed,, and we will 
rely on Mordechais anſwer to Heſter / that if ſhewill 
- nor 
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notgo intotheKing to ſaue her people, God will 
raiſe them vp meanes of preſeruation from ſome 0- 
ther part of the earth, Bur to come nearer home, 
and to your ſelues, as the preſent ſtands : VWho 
knowes not, ſince the treaty with Spaine,with what 
inſolency the Papiſts haue proceeded both at home 
and abroad; at home they haue dared to pub'iſh 
and copy deuiſed pardons, tcorned the lawes of che 
Land concerning Recuſancie, boaſted of publicke 
afſcmblies, tet vp prinung Preſſes in private hou- 
ſes, and iuſtified their idolarrous meetings, as if the 
Maſſc mcaat ro curtace the Goſpel of Ietus Chriſt, 
frequented the Embafſadous houſes with nauch 
immodeſt iuftificat:'6 of their Conuenticles,threat- 
ned 3calous Minifters for their inueQiues againſt 
Antichriſt ; concriued private inhibicions that no 
man ſhould fſpeake, write, preach, or praftiſe any 
thing againſt their defignes, infomuch zhat diuers 
hauc beene impriſoned for diſcoucring the Spani- 
ards pride and hypocrifie , and n_ put out of 
countenance for inuectiues againſt the Kings 
friends, as the terme went. Abroad, I am aſhamed 
to name the ſundry 'piftures they haue publiſh:d 
both in Amtwerp and Bruſſels (for all the peace and 
treaty with Spare) againſt the King and his chil- 
dren, agiinlt our Countrey and Religion, agiinſt 
God and his Annointed, yea ir is wondertull to 
reade the infamous and ſcandalous lies they hane 
expolcd, as it his Maiefty had gone with 4s Coun- 
ccll ro Maile to pleaſe the Pope and the King of 
Spaine,as is apparant in Ga{/o Bellico, W hat ſay you 


to Corona Regis , abooke printed in Bruſſels againlt 
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his Maicſties royall perſon; an InveCtive againſt 
Heltand, by laughing at her nzernefle vnto hell, as 
being low ground z and tracucing the vertuous 
Queene Elr2abeth moft malicioully; hn Kings Le- 
gacic Biſhop of London ; the Gag for the Goſpel/ ; the 
vncaſing of kerefie , with diuers others, all which 
though thcy be helliſh and damnable, yet are ſold 
by the Diucls fator,or a Spaniſh 7cþy, and ina ma- 
ner winked at in the State; whereas other relations 
tending onely to the diſcouery of errors and abuſes 
inthe Chnrch, are not onely ſuppreſſed, but the 
authors puniſhed and impriſoned, to no other puts 
poſe, but to diſcouer our feare that wee ſhould be 
found guilty in Gods fight : fo that one hath 
beene impriſoned for writing a letter to the then 
Marquis of Backinghams againſt the Spaniſh match; 
another formaking or publiſhing a booke, wherein 
Gondcmay apprehended himſelfe mocke & derided ; 
a third for preaching a Sermon, Be not vnequally 
yoked with Tnfidels;, a taurth-for diſcoucring the in- 
ceſtuous mariages of tht Houſe of Auſtria ; a fifth 
for reucaling the ſecrets of that tyrannous Inquiſi- 
tionin Spaine ; a fixt for applying to the prefent 
Ezcchias tolly in ſhewing the Babiloniſh Embaſſa- 
dours the treaſure of the Temple and the riches of 
the Pallace ; a ſeucnth for making a prayer to be de- 
liucred fromall infetious Spaniſh ſheep, by reaſon 
you had oncea great rot of ſheep in England, by an 
infeftious Ewe brought out of Spaine ; and diuers 
others for putting the axe to the roote of the tree, 
and applying other texts contrary to your Biſhops 
mincs,and tome other Lords who aft;Acd Spaines 
greatneſſe, [7 LIND Bur 
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But ſuch is your misfortune (as wee prophanely 
abuſe Gods prouidence with ſuch a character:) or 
the maligniric of time, thathauing two facete and 
befirting pitures, as your aduerſaries delerued, 
they were both ſupprefled; the plates cut in pecces, 
and the ſellers impriſoned; one was of the. Kings 
holding the Popes noſe to a grind-ſtone, with the 
ewo Archbiſhops turning the ſame; another was 
made by Mr.4-4 of 1ſwwh,concerning 88.and the 
powder treaſon, and both for Gods glory and En- 
glands honour; yet neither they nor any thing elſe 
againſt the Pope or Spaine would be tolerated; yea 
when your reuerend and honorable Archbiſhop, 
whoſe Scarue d-ſcrues to be ſet vpin gold, proucd 
the Lords Championagainft ſome Papiſticall mo- 
tives, and mixtures to be made amongſt you, ſome 
prophane rongue call'd him Puritan Biſhop, and wic- 
ked ſtomaoks belched concradition in his face : but 
we will vrgethis matterno furcher, onzly pray that 
God will protedt ſuchas protect true Religion; and 
afſure your Honours, that the Spiric of God will 
make them of the ſynagogue of Satan, which call reuct.3.9; 
themſclues Iewes,and are not;burt ſuchas keep the 
word of his patience, ſhall be deliuered from the 
houre of cemptacion which muſt come vpon all rhe 
world. 

Wee could name other ſeuerall conferences and 
diſpurations fince this treaty with Spazxe, of which 
wich diuelliſh arrogancie they haue boafted thar 
Fiſher the Teſunc lo preaailed againtt D.,Ctor white, 
that many hcarers turned Catholicks; and howthe 
illumimacions ef the Pricits were diuine from hea- 
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ven, andthe Papifts Preachers had an Enangelicall 
ſpirit : ob horrible impudencie , and Spanith blaf- 
phemic? - 

Wee will not be preiudicate (moſt honorable 
Lords) andfay, it was aiudgement of God in that 
fatall Yeſper of the Blackfriers, to kill a hundred peo« 
ple with rhefall of a lott, and giue you all warning, 
thar God will nor be mocked , that blaſphemics 
ſhall be reuenged, that there is no ſuch enemy to 
God and his Church as apoſtacie: but wee will be 
bold to tell you , that this diſaſter is turned vpon 
your owne heads; for ar Rome there hath been ſo« 
lemne Proceſſion, and from Rome letters of difco- 
uery , that in England God hath beene ſo angrie 
with the herericks, (meaning the Proreſtants) that 


Churches and: lofts haue ouerwhelmed many of 


them-in their ominousfa!ls, It the diucll now be 
the father of lies, who could inuent ſuch vatruths 2 

You hada'tempeſt of lightnieg and thunder in 
Iuly laſt, andiit ſpared not the gatc-houtein the Pal 


Jace of Saint 7amves, we willnorlay, it was to chide 


you for building a Chappell ro Idolatry , and ſweas 
ring to ſtrange articles for the pleaſure of the Sp 
u#iard; bur may affirme, that if any Biſhop was con- 
ſenting to ſucha worke, is it any other then when 
th2 Leuite became Prieſt to Micha, and conſecrated 
his idoll. Come,come,be not deceiued; it God be 
God,lethim be God; if Baa/be God,ſcruchim: and 
if Spaine will match' with Zxylend , let it be done 
without fearfull conclufions ; and beqnot ouermat- 

ched with a prodigious treaty. 
Weare the bolder(moſtgracious Lords)to enter 
into 
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into thefe termes with you, and to proſtrate our 
ſelucs before the throne of our dread Soucraigne, 
with tcares in our cyes and drops of blood from 
our heart, becauſe we deſire that he would but con- 
ſider the many and ſundry inconveniences the 
Country hath cndured fince the peace with Spine; 
and with what particulars of diſgraces and ſcorne, 
wee haue all been branded fince this laſt treaty a- 
oouta mariage : let vs then craue pardon, great 
Lords, ifwe make a mixture of triuiall and ſolid bu- 
ſineffe rogether, orare careleſſe of method, prece- 
dencie of time, ornot ranking the moſt eminent 
things in the firſt place; ſhall wee begin with the 
complaints of the whole Land, the twarming and 
increaſe of the poore, the decay of trades , info- 
much that in London there are at leaft a thoufand 
ſeuerall houfes to be ler, and in the principat ſtreers 
inferiour occupations are intruded, to the diſgrace 
of that great and famous Citie; the exportation of 
our gold, the carying away of our ordnance, the 
anticipation of the benefit of our Yirginis commo- 
dities, by ſelling vnderhand Spaniſh Yobacco,and 
ſuch like; and the flacke venting of our cloth and 
cottons, by reaſon Spaineand Zaly haue proclaimed 
inhibirions for bringing m any Englith cloth or 
woollen clothes amongſt them > Shall wee follow 
with the lofſe of the Palatinate, theſlighting ot or x 
Embaſſadours in Germany, the hazard of the Kings 
children in Pragee, the bereauing them: of their 1n- 
heritance, the beſtowing the Eletorſhip vpon Ba- 
#4ia, and all thoſe prrils and indignities wee haue 


gndured about that warre, when yet we were made 
D 3 to 
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to belceuethere ſhould be a more traftable com- 
poſition or orderly courſe taken, it we would defift 
from the proſecution? Shall wee continue with 
your diſgracesat home? how cucr many gracious 
things baue been publiſhed to reconcile the peo- 
ples opinion20 the affeQing the Spaniſh march, all 
which hauc yet had the misfortune of diverting 
themfrom ir, either as difallowing the pamphlets: 
that hauc been that way written,or eſteeming them 
£00 triuiall,and onely common tricks to get mony 
With what ſcornedida ſuppoſed Spaniſh mad man 
aduance himſelfe into the Chaire of Eſtate in the 
preſence at white-hall, and was onely diſmiſt with 
aicſt from Gondomar,and a ſhipping out of England? 
Was there cuer ſuch an abuſe offered to a Kings 
houſe, as the cutting of his pictures in the —_— 
gallery, when certaine Spaniards were fo kindly 
entertained to be admitted into ſuch priuat rooms? 
Vho could haue had better welcome then that 
counterfet fugitiue the Archbiſhop of Spa/ato ? and 
yet 1inrequitall he preached publickly in the Mer- 
cers Chappell, that che Chnrch of Rome was a true 
Charch of God; and in priuate conterence argued as 
it the Ecclefiaſticall gouernm:nt of England was 
buc a mongrell Papittry. How did Gopdomar cou- 
zen our hoſpitaliric, and abuſe his Maicſttes fauor? 
for after he and his Pricſts had been welcomed to 
many noble houlcs in Fngland, and diſcouered the 
Ladies humors or dotage vpon their leſuires, after 
he had fraughted himſelfe with the knowledge of 
our kingdome, and dined (as it were) into the arca- 
#areg74; alter he had drawne on the net of politicall 
cQ- 
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enforcement,concerning the profit and honour of 
both Nations by this match, with the jocundity of 
the Princes in their vnion ; and penſelled out the 
excellencies of the 7»/anta Maria: after, we lay, that 
hee had as it were made a faftion in England, and 
knew by name who were Hiſpaniolized, and for 
their private cnds (as all temporiſcrs do) negleted 
the publicke good either of Church or Common- 
wealth. With whata iollitic did hee returne into 
Spaine, and boaſted there how eafie it was to de- 
cciuc your ſimplicitie, infomuch that wee in Scor- 
land neard more particulars then you in Emy/2nd, 
that his arguments were bur Elenchi, and wiſhed 
in our hearts his wiſedom might proue Achitophels, 
and his deuices like Peri//zs bull, of whom. Phaleris 
for his inucntion made the firſt triall, 

Shall we proſecute other matters ? was it well 
done, thinke you, ro compole that booke of Roſa 
Hiſpantca, and Anglicum puzicum, and*expole it to 
pubike view, with an idolatrous and blaſphemous 
trontiſpeece, Chriſt comming from heauen to mar- 
rie them, when he hiraſelfe had curſed 1/rael if they 
matched with the Canzamtes, and Nehemiah with 
pulling their haire trom their heads, made the peo- 

lc put away their idolatrous wiues ; and for the 
booke it felfe,the wiſer and judicious ſort not onely 
derided it for the phraſe and fantaſticall title vato 
as fantaſticall a man , but tor the ſubſtance and ex- 
amples which might beeuery way, and euery one 
retorted againſt the other : and tor the irontiſpeece, 
the very women in Edenborugh haue made good 


ſport to heare of the icſts that haue beene contriued 
vpon 
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vpon it. At the firſt, when a certaine man deman. 
ded whom thoſe pictures did perſonate, an anſwer 
was made, that the one was Charles Prince of wales, 
and the other, the Lady Marie Infaxta of Spaine ; 
and the third, Icfus Chriſt come trom heanen to 
marry them. Not #00 faſt, (replied the tellow) but "Y 
yet 1amplad that Chriſt  betweene them, for then ſure he | 
will neuer ſuffer them to 101xe together exc2pt G od yrue hey 
ſo muchgrace, which ſeld»me happens to a Spaniard, to 
come out of Babilon , and note partakers of her Idvla- 
tries. After this, the book lying long on their ſtalls, 
and the man cuen angred againe at ſuch lukewarme 
goſpellers and tradeſ-men, that care nor by what 
fordid meanes, and ſuperſtitious filthineſle they en- 
rich thcmſclues , he asked once againe what thoſe f 
i&tures meant ? and they once againe anſwered, 
the Prince of wales, and Princefſe of Spaine, with 
Chriſt between them. Oh, ſaid hes, thats imepr fſtble! 
For if Chriſt meant any ſuch matter, he would baue d:ſ- s 
patcht i before now: and queſtionleſſe there would 
ncuer hauebeen ſuch delayes, and rediculous pride 
amongſt chem. 

Then followed the Princes iorney into Spaine, 
with rigging out a Nauy , and ſclefting the Com- 
manders to pleaſe the King of Spe/#e, as was inter- 
pred of ſome of the principall Catholike Lords of 

[:zd, who apparrelled their followers honora- 
bly, and did all things befatting the dignitie of the 
nation; but what followed vpon Branſricks oucr- p 4 
throw ? Sra'ne with /xic boſted , he muſt lic with 
Iam : and the houſe of Auſtria ſwelled fo big, that 
it che tumor of pride be not pricked downe, it will 
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burſt with her own greatnes and preſumption, that 
they are not able to raiſe another Gizawomachre, 
and with Typhoz caſt the mountaines againſt hea» 
uen: for preſently the noble Prince found a kind of 
remiſnes and relaxation concerning his firſt enter- 
tainment, & peraduenture being a pathick to ſome 
indignitics, he and the Navy were all ditmiſt with- 
out the Lady or any diſpatch ofthe bufinefſe:ſo that 
wein Scotlayd did wonder how ſo great and fo wiſe 
a King could cither be misinformed, or rely on any 
Temporiſer to goe forward with vncertainties;and 
yet for all this you in Eng/and printed more books 
of the Princes royall entertainment in Spazxe, and 
like childrens wormſced it was trimmed ouer with 
gold and put intocandid ſtuffe,thar is, it bad braue 
phraſes and oratory,with ſome things that ſauored 
of impoſſibilitic, A ſecond booke told you of a ſe- 
cond entertainment which the Prince had in Spain, 
and for Spaniſh bufineſſe had ſuch an exotik phraſe, 
that when it came amongſt vs, werepurted it a very 
Rhomantidos indeed: for the author inuented words 
neuer in any author before, and beſtowed as much 
paines about killing of buls and beaſts, zoco de cuno, 
and.other ſports,like our countrymen in times paſt, 
who ran at S. Quintize, as Homey did in deſcribing 
the Tr9ian wars, Curtius in Alexanders conqueſts, 
and Lacanin his Pharſalia, Then followed a third 
booke of the Princes farewell, and reciprocal gifts 
beſtowed betweene Spaize and vs; and this was as 
viniger to the teeth,and ſmoake to the cyes of the 
ſubieQ:for had not their hearts veen ſeaſoned with 


the ioy and gladnes for his returne, their T_ 
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hadcurſed outright, and wifhed ſuch decciuers 
the womans reward , that for golde betrayed her 
countrey,and fo had ſo much layd vpon her, that 
they preſled her to death. 

Theſe colle&ions ( moſt gracious Lords) wee 
haue made not to intercede againſt the will of our 
great King, or pleaſure of the Prince, it hee haue ta- 
ken any pleaſure in his iourney to Spazxe, bur ro put 
you in mind, what you muſt eruſt vnto, if you mer- 
chandize tor any Babyloniſh trumperies, or meane 
to trafhicke with Spain or Rozze for mens traditions 
and policies: nor are wee preſumptuous in any ad- 
uice,.but onely to remember you, how the blood 
of the Saints lies crying for vengeance, and mourn- 
ing for their redemption before the throne of the 
Lambe, what Rowe hath done to Gods ſeruants : 
wherefore Spa/zshath abuſed moſt of the countries 
of Europe, and with what enforcements the whole 
world complaines of them all ; and then no doubr 
the God that hath bin ſo mercifull ro youand vs in 
theſe diſcoucries,wil be as mercitull in opening the 
doores of your hearts to preuent future miſchicfes, 
by expoſing vnto you preſent inconueniences, and 
aſſuring you according to that Machiullian poſitis 
of fides non eſt conſeruanda cum beriicis ; the Pepe 
and all that be his adherents and louers of his Holi. 
nes,will take the firſt opportunitie and aduantage of 
any of your weakneſſes ; but let them know from 
Gods ownemouth, there 1s a feaſt proclaimed for 
thebirds of the airc and beaſts of the field to come 
and prey vpon the carkeiſes of Emperors and Kings 
and gorge themlelucs with the daintic food of the 
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fleſh of Princes, 

As for the ſuppoſed cauſes ( gracious Lords) of 
your now Aſſembly, at this high Court of Parlia- 
ment, we geſle they may be to redrefle the publike 
grievances of the people,to reforme the enormities 
of the gouernment, to reifie the diſordred lives of 
particular perſons,and to ſupply the Kings wants as 
is great reaſon; For as the honor ofa King confi 
ſteth in the multitude of his ſubieQts : ſo theglory 
of anation appearcth in nothing more, thenin the 
Maieſtie & Magnificence ofa Prince, which cannot 
be done without contributions of the ſabieR : and 
ſo by conſequence, where the people arerich, the 
Prince cannot be poore; we pray the God of euer- 
laſting happineſle ſo to dire and proſper all your 
proiccts and couſultations,that they may extend to 
the glory of God, the honor of the Kings Maieſtic, 
the propagation of the Goſpell of Teſus Chriſt, the 
benefit ofthe Common. wealth, the flouriſhing of 
this greatand happicIland, the reformation of ſin 
and enormitie, and the confuſton of Antichriſt 
with all his adherents, 

And the ſame God that gaue Lawes vnto his pco- 
ple,comming in power of teare,threatning & iudg- 
ment, when Mount Sinai did Take like an carth- 
quake vnder him,ſpread his wings ouer your houſe, 
like the Cherubins ouer the Arke, & keepe you ſafe 
from any more Powder plots, eſpecially the Arma- 
dos, and Spaniſh inuafion of 88 which muſtneuer 
be forgotten:and would to Godit would pleaſc his 
Maieſtie as he hath done by the 5.of November,to 


make a feſtiuall of that day of their diſſipation, 
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and ſer vp a Pillar of braſſe vpon Dover peere,with 
inſculping the whole occurrences as they chanced, 
that the firſt worke which ſtrangers vadertook after 
their landing,might be ro run to the monument,to 
vnderſtand how God protetted you from the $pa- 
niſh pride and oftentation, | 

And the ſame God that appeared to Salomon with 
a blefſed donation of wiſdome,whereby he proſtra« 
ted himſelfe before the Braſen Alter, praying both 
for himſelfe and the people, ſo goucrne,guide,and 
preſerue the heart of his Maieſtic, in finiſhing the 
worke he now begins,8 opportunity ſets forward, 
char Europe icfelte take a pattern of great Brittaines 
Royalty, «te driuen to admiration, that true Ma- 
ieſtic,religion,picty,louec,vnion,peace,plentie, and 
firength ofmen are met together inc one Iland,and 
corner of the world. 

And the ſame God that made the ſea his inftru- 
ment of vengeance vpon Phoryoah, the heauens to 
raine downe ſtones vpon the head of 5//era,the ſtars 
to fight in their order,the Angel to deftroy the hoſt 
of the Aſſzrians, the fire to conſume the Captaines 
of fifties, hell to open and ſwallow vp Corahand 
Abiram, the Lions to deſtroy the idolaters of Sama- 
ri4,the Beares to rear in peeces the mockers of Elzah, 
and the inferior creatures to ſerue his turne vpon 
his enemies; keepe you from forreine and domefſ. 
tick aduerſaries, eſpecially outlandiſh women,who 
if chey haue power to tempt $4/0omnto Idolatrie, 
are ſure to bring a fearcfull iudgement vpon him, 
and his poſteritie. 
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
